Toomds.— T he Savan- 
nah News of Sunday, Febrnary 1-1, gives the 
real facts of the arrest of Gen. Robert Toombs, 
it says the “treason,’” “disloyalty,” “pasap >r,"

circumsntDces are these: 

Gen. Toombs was at Augusta, with a regi- 
ment of State troops recently mustered into 
the Confederate service for a limited term, 
and which hecommauded. Hiscommind was 
about to take the cars for Savannah oa one of 
i he cold days of ri,e late severe spell. They 
were to travel in box cars, and the soldiers, 
r laying a plat e on ihe fit, r of’ the cars 
wTih bri, k and sand, built fires therein for the 
purpose ot keeping themselves warm on the 
journey. The agent of the road, llr. Selkirk, 
seeing this, remonstrated with the men, told 
Uiem it was prohibited by the rules of the 
company, smd that when the train 
got - in motion the fire would blow 
nbcut rnd the train be destroyed. He 
furthermore is said to have stated that the 
train should not leave the depot uatit the fires 
were extinguished. General Toombs coming 
up in the midst of the altercation between the 
ageDt and his men, declared that the fires 
should not be extinguished: that the traiu 
should leav, in spite of the agent, and, alter 
cursing aid using intich bitter language 
toward the latter, had him arrested and kept 
in-custody by a guard. He itteo threatened to 
have the ag< nt cut to pieces and thrown into 
the engine for fuel, together with other direful 
calamities to bis corporeal mau. Whether tho 
fires were put out or not we did not learn, but 
the sgtnf, being outnumbered, offered no far- 
ther resistance, aud the train, with the troops, 
left for Savannah. Tire agent reported the 
care to the Railroad Company, and on their 
complaint to ihe military authorities, General 
Toombs was arrested and carried befoul a 
court-martial.

ATIOKNKY GENERAL. 

Washington, February 21 . 

Sra: Many persons against whom criminal 
indictments or against whom property pro- 
ceedings under the confiscation laws are 
pending in the courts of the United States, 
growing out of the participation of such per- 
sons in the existing rebellion, have in good 
faith taken the oath prescribed by the procla- 
mation of the President of the 8th of Decem- 
ber, lb Git, and have therefore entitled them- 
selves to the full pardon aud restoration of 
all rights of property, except as to slaves and 
where the rights of third parties have inter- 
veued, which that proclamation offers and 
secures. The President’s pardon of a person 
guilty of acts of rebellion will, of course, re- 
lieve that person from the penalties incurred 
by iris crime, and, where an indictment is 
pending Against him therefor, the production 
of the pardon, signed by lire President, or of

sate loyal owners for property destroyed or^ ^-.ntir,f&ct 0 ry evidence that he lias complied 
ta^en bv the military. ’with the conditions on which the pardon is 

offered, if he be not of the class emmpted 
from the benefits of the proclamation, will 
be a sufficient reason for discontinuing such 
criminal proceedings and discharging him 
from custody therein. Nor is it less doubt- 
ful that a bona fide acceptance of the terms of 
the President’s proclamation by persons guil- 
ty of acts of rebellion, and not of the except- 
ed class, will secure to such a person a res- 
toration of all the rights of property, except 
as to slaves, and where the rights of third 
parlies shall have intervened; notwithstand- 
ing such property may, by reason of those 
acts of rebellion, have been subject to confis- 
cation under the provisions of the confisca- 
tion acts of August C, 1861, chapter (VJ, and 
July 17, 1862, chapter 195. For without ad- 
verting to airy other source of power in the 
President to restore their rights of property, 
the 13th section of the act of July 17, 1662, 
authorizes the President at any time thereaf- 
ter, by proclamation, to extend to persons 
who may have participated in the existing 
rebellion, in any State or part thereof, pardon 
aud amnesty, with such exceptions and at 
such times and on such conditions as lie may 
deem expedient for the public welfare. It 
will hardly be questioned, 1 suppose, that 
the purpose of this section, inserted in a law 
mainly intended to reach the property of per- 
sons engaged in tho rebellion was to invest 
the President with full power to relieve such 
persons on such conditions as he should pre- 
scribe from the penalty of loss of their prop- 
erty by confiscation. 

Although the proceedings for confiscation 
under the acts of August 6, 1861, and July 
1 7, 1662, arc in rrm agai 1 st tho property 
seized, yet under both acts the ground of con- 
demnation is the personal guilt of the owner 
in aiding tho rebellion. By the pardon and 
amnesty, not only is the punishment of that 
personal guilt remitted, but the offence itself 
is effaced, that being the special effect of an 
act of amnesty of the Government. Of course

ceedings founded thereon, whether they 
touch ihe person or the properly of the of- 
fender. There is, therefore, no case of judi- 
cial proceedings to it: force the penalties of 
acts of rebellion which cannot be reached 
and cured by the constitutional or statutory 
powers of the Provident to gran ft pardon and 
n nuiesty, whether those proceedings beagainst 
the person of the offender by criminal indict- 
ment, or against his property under the con- 
fi cation acts referred lo. 

The President lias accordingly directed me 
to instruct you that in any caso where pro- 
ceedings have been commenced and are pend- 
ing and undetermined in the District or Cir- 
cuit Courts of the United States for your dis- 
trict, against a person charged with acts of 
rebellion, and not of tho excepted class, 
v. hither they be by indictment or seizure and 
libel of bis property ■'for confiscation, tire 
lights of other parties not having intervened, 
yon will discontinue and put an end to these 
proceedings, whenever the person so charged 
vhall produce evidence satisfactory to you that 
he has, in good faith, taken the oath aud 
complied with the conditions prescribed by 
ibe President's proclamation of the 8th of 
Dior inber, 1863. Nor is it necessary that the 
evidence lie produces should be a dtred of 
pardou signed by the President. It would be 
quite impossible for the President to furnish 
the multitude who are now availing them- 
selves of the benefits of the Proclamation, 
and who are likely to do so hereafter, with 
this founal evidence of pardon; it will be 
sufficient to justify your action if the party 
set ting to be relieved from further proceed- 
ing shall prove to vour full satisfaction that 
he has in good faith taken the oath, aud 
brought himself within the conditions of 
pardon and amnesty set forth in the Proclam- 
ation. 

If in any case you have good reason (o be- 
lieve that the oatli has been taken for the 
mere purpose of obtaining the possession of 
poisonal properly seized under the confisca- 
tion acts, with intent to remove it from the 
subsequent reach of the officers of the law, 
you will make report of the facts and reasons 
for your belief at this office before discontin- 
uing the proceedings or restoring such prop- 
erty to Ihe possession of the owner. 

Fugitives under section 5 of the act of 
July, 1861, chapter 3, are not of the class 
reached by the President’s Proclamation; for 
under that, art,, the question whether the 
property seized is subject to forfeiture de- 
pends upon the predicament of Lite property 
itself, and not upon the personal guilt or in- 
nocence of its owner. In this respect, for- 
feitures under that act have more resemblance 
to cut es of prizes of war captured at sea as 
enemy’s property, than to proceedings under 
the art of August, 1361,011(1 July, 1862- Such 
forfeitures ate provided, not so much to pun 
ish the owner lor disloyal acts, as to prohibit 
rtiiiim ieial intercourse and Weaken the pub- 
lic enemy, which are always efficient instru- 
ments and legitimate effects of public war. 
Rut although the remission of forfeitures un- 
der the act of July, 1861, and thus not within 
the scope of the Proclamation of pardon, still 
nmple power is conferred on the Secretary of 
tin Treasury by the 8th section of that act to 
mitigateor remit all forfeitures and penalties 
incurred tinder the act. And it is not to be 
doubted that in all proper cases under that act 
where the owner of the properly residing in the 
territory in rt be) i ion complies with the condi- 
tion of the Proclamation, the Secretary of the 
Treasury will exercise the power of remis- 
sion of such forfeiture in the same spirit of 
generous forbearance and liberalitv which in- 
spired and characterized the l^vclatnatiou.

A ork lierald’s Fortress Monroe correspondent 
gi v< - ihe following account of Col. S. and 
Oapt. Chamberlain: 

It was about 9 P. M. when we left the 
pfison. Passing tin Canal street two squares, 
they turned to the left and went into Second 5 
street, thence going to tho right and keeping 
on the east sido of the tow n. At tiffs early 
hour in the evening, it was impossible uot 
to meet and pns s a good many, lint they did 
so without exciting suspicion. Going by the 
fortifications, they saw no one. Taking a 
nortlieas telly course, they continued their 
journey, proceeding slowly and cautiously, of 
course, until 4 A. M., when they halted in a 
dense wtod close by the Chickabominy 
sw amps, and remained the next jlay. Sever- 
al times during the day squads of rebels, 
sent in search of the missing prisoners, 
passed close by them, hut happily without 
discovering tlicir place of concealment. At 
dark they started again on their journey, 
crossing the Chickabominy on a fallen tree, 
and, as good luck would have it, encounter- 
ing no pickets. They got into a terrible 
thicket, and this night accomplished only five 
mik-8. They lay in this thicket all tbe sec- 
ond day, and tlie frequent firing of guns 
about them materially dissipated whatever 
of poetical enjoyment they might otherwise 
have derived from their wilderocs3 lodge. 
Thus far they had slept but little in the day; 
but. nevertheless, on the third night they 
made another start, now striking for the Pa- 
numkey River. The detours they had to 
make to keep themselves undercover of the 
woods, and swamps to traverse, made the 
journey slow, -aud daylight only found them 
midway between the C’hickahominy and Pa- 
munkey. The next day they passed in a 
swamp. Rebel scouts were still prowling 
about, but they lay low and quiet, and were 
uot discovered. They suffered greatly from 
cold. Next night they reached the Famun- 
key, near Piper's Ferry, and tonic ten miles 
above the White House. Howto get across 
the river — which here, although not very 
wide, is deep and dangerous, and the weath- 
er, meantime, had leached a degree of cold- 
ness making swimming it an impossibility — 
was now the question, and it was a difficult 
oDe to solve. Thus far they had abstained 
from coming in contact witii any one, white 
or black. They were compelled to call in 
contraband assistance, and in accomplishing 
this were four days. Al length they got a 
negro, aod the negro got a bout, aud in this 
wap- they got across the river. And now 
good fortune smiled on them. This negro 
turned them over to another negro, who pi- 
loted them fifteen miles down tho opposite 
bank of the river. As a good many of the 
rebel 'soldiers, and particularly the cavalry, 
living in this vicinity and Gloucester county, 
were home on furloughs, they still had to 
move with exceeding caution. "But the kind- 
ness of the negroes saved them from capture. 
Tin y were brought down to A" ork River, and 
set across by a skiff at Bigelow's Landing. 
From here they went down the rivor, pass- 
ing AFest Point in daylight. Here, seeing 
no one 6ave negro soldieis on picket, was 
tlie first positive 'assurance of reaching our 
lines.

Deeaofui CAT.tsrnoniES. — Wc have bad 
ootbing in tiffs country which approaches the 
Santiago calamity. The burning dt the 
Richmond Theatre, in 1811. by which about 
a hundred and twenty people were consumed 
in the flames, is the most horrible calamity of 
that kind which has ever happened in our 
own country; but South America has felt the 
hand of the destroyer iu ether forms more 
heavily. Iu 1842, ted thousand people Were 
consumed by an earthquake in Caracas, the 
capital of Venezuela; while death had sud- 
denly called off thousands of victims in the 
hsitm form in Quito and other cities, in his 
march over South America. 

During tlie great fire in London, in 1812, 
two thousand people perished iu the burning 
of the London bridge. In Constantinople, iu 
1791 thiity thousand k ease* and fifty mosques 
were destroyed by fire, and in ihe space 
of thirteen years, about that time, forly-nine 
thousand houses w, re burned in the- same 
city. In the great fire in London, in 1666, 
which raged for days aud nights, one hun- 
dred and thirteen thousand houses wire 
burned and eighty-six churches, among them 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, and four hundred nnd 
thirty-six acres of the most populous part of 
the citv were laid waste by the devouriiitr 
flame s. 8 

in India, in 1737, three hundred thousand 
persons were destroyed by a hurricane,, 
which caused the water to rise forly feet 
higher than usual, and twenty thousand ves- 
sels were cast away. The great earthquake 
in Sicily in 1693, which levelled Gatania and 
forty nine other towns mid cities, also de- 
stroyed one hundred thousand people. 
Sixry thousand people wore destroyed in tiie 
•-fiiee of six minutes by the earthquake 
which engulfed the city of Lisbon io i751; 
Ihe shock was felt nearly nil over Europe, in 
the northern part of Africa* mid even in the 
West Indies, and a vast wave from the sea 
swept over the cnasl of Spain, in some places ! 
sixty feet high. Near Morocco the eartli j 
suddenly opened and swallowed ten thous- 
and people and their herds. 

The chapter of accidents might he extended 
further by reference to volcanic eruptions 1 
and plagues; but among all tho tragedies j 
which blacken the pages of history, none 
leaven sharper sting or create a more acute i 
pain in Ihe public heart than the burning to ! 
death of two thousand people, iu one s-acri- j 
See, at Santiago.

I bis state of things, coupled with the worse 
than useless diplomatic representation of the 
federal government at this place, brings us 
r. Morally to tbe recognition of the rebel Con- 
federacy involved in tke correspondeuco— a 
recognition the importance of whiclt may not- 
be vc ry great to us, but to tlie Catholic friends 
cf tbe rebellion is of tho highest importance.

grief and mortification of stomachs that are 
redolent of former feastings and luxurious 
living, the Richmond Eaitors think that the 
rebels have earned a credit largely by a former 
grief and mortification of the stomach that 
has scarcely a parallel, except when Titus 
dieted the Jews ac Jerusalem. An Eaglish 
wit says that certain pains aud penalties after 
eating ‘ are the remorse of a guilty stomach,” 
but the Confederates, in all their wickedness, 
have but little of that species of guilt treasured 
up against them. If Heaven could be won 
by grief aud mortification of the stomach, we 
j know of no people more certain of tha beati- 
| hide s than the Confederates. There would be 
j universal salvation among them. 

The rebels have not usually manifested any 
I well- rnaiked religious movements until they 
! stuck in the slough of their Lent. They have 
1 been on short commons such a length of time 
j that they are at a loss to know how to adapt 
• themselves for forty days to a more rigorous 
diet than has been enforced upon them ever 
since East Tennessee was taken (tom them. 
Flour is from one to three hundred dollars a 
| barrel, and apples from sixty to seventy dol- 
lars a barrel, and at this time it would prob- 
ably be as great a mystery to the rebels how 
the apple gets into a dumpling without a 
seam, as Peter Piudar said it wa3 to G.aorge 
the Third. Gastronomy is among the lost 
arts of the rebels. They are about as woful in 
that as in financiering. 

We remarked above, that the miserable 
sinners of the South have been looking into 
the lives of the saints in order to see how 
near the starvation point men can reach be- 
fore they meet the fate of the horse which was 
forced- to live without food. The rebel Editors 
3 ny thRt the Carthusian monks were restrict- 
ed to dry bread with water daring Lent, but 
the Richmond Despatch says “this has been 
the daily fare of some salaried officials all the 
year round.” The rebel papers say that “dry 
eating” is an institution, which lasts three 
hundred .and sixty-five days. This enforced 
institution finds edifying examples ia the 
“diet of the saints.” Thus, St. Macarius lived 
on pulse and herbs. Daring Lent he did not 
eat cn week days, but ate a few raw cabbage 
leaves on Sundays. The Richmond Editors 
say if thi3 saint were now in Richmond, he 
would learn that cabbage leaves are an ex- 
travagant sensuality, in which neither saints 
nor sinners in any great numbers indulge. 
St. Genevieve was another dry eater. She 
ate ouiy twice a week, and then only beans 
and bread. 

Walston, Bishop of Worcester, seems to be 
the model ascetic amone the unwilling anchor- 
ites of Richmond. While attending to mass 
once he was troubled with the savory fumes 
of roasting beef, and he made a vow never 
again to taste meat. The rebels say this is a 
worthy example, and its general adoption is 
commended by the rebel press to last during 
the war; for, the Editors say, “those who 
make it are likely to keep it.” These are the 
austere lessons, which, the rebels say, are 
pri ached from the butcher-blocks and veget- 
able stalls of the markethouses. 

We do not know whether the rebel Editors 
have been studying only Alban Butler’s “Lives 
of the Saints” with a view to ascertain the 
meagreness of fare that may stop short of 
starvation. They evidently do not need But- 
ler’s fragment on movable feast3, because they 
are moored in immovable fasts. If the new 
beginners at Richmond in religious investi- 
gations can extend their pious researches into 
a book called the Bible, they may find a pho- 
tograph of their rebellion aud of all its atten- 
dant train of horrors. Daring a notable 
reign in Israel, there was a causeless, inexcu- 
sable rebellion which blighted Palestine and 
its people. Female treason, wickedness, and 
utter depravity outran the iniquity of men. 
In Palestine "the earth was as iron and the 
heavens as brass.” There was no rain upon 
the land for three years and six months. The 
palace and the hovel were equally cur3ed with 
famine. Even the king and his chief officer 
had to go oat on long foraging expeditions 
for scant supplies of herbage. The field, the 
vineyards, the olives, the figs, the stalls, and 
the springs were alike blasted because of the 
rebellion against “a government that wa3 
terror to evil-doers, but a praise to them that 
did well.” “Dry eating” was, then, an insti- 
tution, and “raw cabbage leaves an extrava 
gant sensuality.” There wa3, in all the des- 
olation, but one source of productive food, 
and that was at Sarepta, where the 
widow's barrel of meal and cruje of oil 



were renewed daily. Why da not t' e 
rebel leaders promise their delud'd falliweji 
to supply emhof their, a lineal Jescen 'ant 
from that barrel of meal aud cruse cf oil? This 
would be on a par with all the premises they 
have made the Southern pooph from the be- 
ginning of the insane rebe’lbn. It is written 
iadelibiy of this period of Jewish history, 
aid the record holds good equally for the 
Southern nbellior: "The prophets of B Mil 
were yr-pl-sy-ng lies, the priests were bearing 
rule by their wears, and the people Used to 
have it so." And let the rebels take whit 
comfort they can from other historical simili- 
tudes of the divinity of the occasion. Ahab 
was a vile rebel against the divine constitu- 
tion and laws of the Jews. He sinned against 
light and knowledge, aud wished to be “let 
alone” in this elysium of rebellion. The in- 
iquity of the nbellitn brought untold calam- 
ities upon all the land; men, women, and 
children being punished. The insulted con- 
6 Jlution and laws of tho Jew3 spoke through 
the voice of Elijah the Prophet, and warned 
the rebels of the impending perils, as the in- 
salted ccnsti ution and laws of the United 
StaUs spake to Jeff Davi3 aud his coworker3 
in trcasco. The warnings wore unheeded in 
boil) cases. Famine reigned in Judea more 
universally than Ahab."’ In the pride of hi3 
military powers, Ahab undertook war. At 
first he teas successful, and pridsd himself 
upon the idea, that, though Jehovah might be 
against him, Baal and Astarte fought on his 
side, snd gave him success. On his way to 
seize possession of the vineyard of Naboth, 
with Jehu, a mere boy then, behind his char- 
iot, Al.ab is suddenly confronted with the 
presence of the prophet, who utters the ven- 
geance of Jehovah: “I will take away thy 
posterity; I will cut off from thee thy very 
dogs; I will make tby house like that of Jer- 
oboam and Baasba; thy blood shall be shcl in 
the same spot where the blood of thy victims 
was shed last night; thy wife and thy chil- 
dren shall be tom in this very garden by the 
wild dogs of the city, or as common carrion 
devoured by the birds of the sky.” All these 
things were fulfilled to the very letter, and 
these were God’s punishments for a rebellion 
es unwarrantable as Jeff Davis's against the 
United States. And now, fromthe Northand 
the South, the East and the West, are flaming 
the signs of as infallible retribution upon 
Davis and his gang, as that which rang in the 
memory of Jehu twenty years after the 
weird tones of the Prophet’s Toice were heard 
by him, when he stood as a page in the King’s 
ctsriot in the* bloody field of Naboth, little 
dreeming, while smitten by the awful scene, 
that he was to be the minister cf the divine 
vengeance, then and there decreed. The 
prophetic utterances of human affairs are 
not dead; He who guided aud fashioned 
human events in the days of Ahab’s rebel- 
lion, still lives, and sways all the tides of life. 
Daikness and desolation reign over all the 
area of the rebellion, but the tokens of over- 
whelming calamities hang from the heavens, 
the voice of vengeance is uttering its unmis- 
takable tones, and the handwriting on the 
wall proclaims the certain, speedy, and irre- 
versible doom of the rebellion. The prudent 
wiil stand from under the impending ven- 
geance.

Union Sentiment in Alaiuima. — T beNash- 
ville Union i3„as3nred by a gentleman just 
from Alabanu: that the Union sentiment in 
the northern part of the State is reviving;

Confederate money is now not only 
almost' but altogether worthless; the people 
w ill not take it at any rate of discount. When 
the rebel cavalry and guerilla parties are 
driven from the-Siate, the work of reorganize 
tion will go on* with great rapidity. If our 
forces arrive in time to prevent a further con- 
scription and tt^ protect the hundreds of refu- 
gees new secreting themselves in tbe moun- 
tains, the 9,000 voters required will be 
forthcoming in fifteen of the northern coun- 
ties before the first of July. 

Indiana Wheat Crop. — T he Indianapolis 
Journal is informed by an intelligent and care- 
ful farmer that the late severe cold snap, which 
caught the wheat mostly uncovered, has seri- 
ously damaged it in that vicinity, aud, a3the 
cold was general and the crop generally un- 
protected, it fears that the evil is as wide as 
the spread of the bad weather. He says that 
no wheat he has examined wili make over a 
half crop, and most of it will not do that well. 
On clay lanes the damage is greatest. On 
sandy soils the effect of the freeze seems to 
have been mitigated a little. The stalk is 
killed, generally, not “frozsn out,” and killed 
cl.ar down to the roots, so that there is no 
prospect of Us sprouting again. . This, so far 
ee the Journal can learn, i3 true of most of 
the wheat in that region. Warm growing 
weather may bring out the injured shoots 
egain, but there is not much hrpe of it. 

Tragedy is Minnesota. — Minneapolis on 
Feb. 24tb, was startled from its quietude by a 
bloody tragedy beiug enacted on one of the 
principal streets. It appears that one Geo. P. 
Littlefield seduced a Mrs. Cutter from loyalty 
to her husband, she going so far as to visit St. 
I’su! with her paramour. The infidelity of 
the wife exasperated the husband almost to 
madness, and meeting Littlefield, the destroy- 
er cf his happiness, coming down Main street, 
he tlrdw a revolver, and, without a word, de- 
liberately fired upon him, the shot taking ef- 
fect end causieg almost instant death. Lit- 
t'tfield, the murdered man, is represented as 
being good looking and about 27 years of 
age. Mr. Cutter Is 35 and has alwaja been 
very mild in his character. .After the shoot- 
ing he delivered himself up to the authorl- 
ties, and the case i3 now waiting investiga- 
tion. 

8(jg-A guerilla party, numbering twelve or 
fifteen, made an attack on the citizens living 
mar the meuth cf the Merrimac river, Mis- 
souri, on Thursday lost. They suddenly ap- 
peared fully armed with shoi-gunS and revol- 
vers, and commenced firing upon the negroes, 
the greater portion of whom escaped by ta- 
k'ng to the woods. The negroes captured 
were paroled to report at Victoria. They then 
took forcible possession of the premises of a 
widow woman, and not only eat up and car- 
ried away all her provisions, but compelled 
her to cook it for them.

The Mobile News of tho 11th says that 
Sherman is positively marching on that city.

Washington, March 3. 

Mr. Davii introduced an amendment to the 
joint resolution to amend the Qpmeitution, 
which provides !b$t no person who3t mother 
or grandmother is a negro shall be eutitlel to 
the benefit of citizenship; and, also, that the 
Pintos cf Maine and Massachusetts shall con- 
stitute one State, to be called East New Eng- 
ines’, and that Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, and Connecticut constitute 
another, to be called West New England. Or- 
dered to be printed. 

Mr. Wilson introduced a House joint reso- 
lution for the continuance of the payment of 
bounties to April 1st, as reported from the 
Mi itary Committee, with a letter frpm tbe 
Secretary of War, recommending that it be 
immediately passed.

Mr. Morrill moved that the House would 
recede from its disagreement to the Senate's 
amendment. 

Messrs. Kasson and Spaulding and other 
members of the ConferenceCommittee argued 
in favor of insisting on tho House disagree- 
ment.

Washington, March 3. 

The Star of this morning says: ,We have 
had lato interesting information from the 
front, to tho effect that Gen. Kilpatrick, with 
a force of cavalrymen, has arrived at White 
House and formed a junction with a fores sent 
up by Gen. Butler from the Peninsula. Thb 
statement is based on the fact that two of 
Gen. Kilpatrick's scout^have come back and 
made the above report, and the report is be- 
lieved in the Army of the Potomac. Gen. 
Kilpatrick is now within a few miles of Rich- 
mond, and, as Gen. Butler is co-operating 
with him, we may expect to hear of startling 
news from that quarter in a day or two. On 
his leaching White House, Kilpatrick, having 
orders to do so, avoided meeting any large 
force of rebels. After ho had left the front, 
another paity of 800 picked cavalrymen were 
sent out to communicate with him. They, 
however, met a rebel force, and, as their bra 
ders were not to fight if it could be avoided, 
they moved toward the east. The command, 
not striking the direct road, came upon a par- 
ty of rebels near Fredericksburg, captured 
them, burnt their camp, aud deatteyed aquan- 
tety of army stores, and then passed on "their 
way to j -jin Kilpatrick.

The Secretary of War, in response to a note 
addressed to him by Mr. Wil3on requesting 
his views regarding the joint resolution ot 
the House to continue the payment of boun- 
ties to Ajiril 1st, says: 

1. That in hi3 opinion the requisite troop3 
can be more expeditiously raised by continu- 
ing tbe payment of bounties, as proposed, 
than by any other means. 

2. That at present the several States arc 
making great exertions to raise their quotas, 
so as to avoid the draft, the people preferring 
that method of raising troops. 

3. That Generals Burnside and Hancock 
and the State Legislatures and Executives are 
earnestly requesting the continuance of the 
bounties until April 1st. 

4. That in his opinion the joint resolution 
of the House is wise and judicious, and its 
speedy passage by the Senate would greatly 
promote the public welfare and strengthen 
the military force more quickly and efficient'y 
than can be accomplished in any other way. 

The House voted to adhere to its disagree- 
ment to the Senate's amendments to the 
wbirkey bill. 

- If. now stands thus, viz: If the Senate 
shall also adhere to ita own amendments, the 
bill is lost, but if the Senate insists on its 
amendment, it can ask the House for another 
Committee of Conference, and the House wi'l 
be left to exercise its own pieasurein granting 
it. In other words, although the action of 
tbe House to-day was adverse to the bill, it is 
not yet finally decided, butstands for its vital- 
ity on the contingency above stated. 

Dayton, March 3. 

A party of twelve or fifteen furloughed sol- 
diers of company C, 44th Ohio, went into the 
Empire office at noon, and completely riddled 
the establishment. Aft?r tho work was done 
the soldiers went to the Court-house steps, and 
the lender made a speech, in which he took 
uron himself the wbole responsibility of the 
act.

It stretches for twenty miles and 
more along a beach of a semi-circular form, 
with its horns turned outward, and al iag 
which a s'rt ct extend*, crowded with blocks ol 
stores and houses, and teeming with moving 
crowds, while shop-keepers, artisans, women, 
snd children scorn equally numerous wuhm 
door, and at the doors. Indeed, a dozen or 
fifteen miles might he added to the length ol 
the city in this direction, since there is nothing 
but an unbroken succession of towns and vil- 
lages for this distance, wh : ch are as populous 
and well built ns tha city ittclf. 

“In croe lag the city fiom the shore to the 
western outskirts, I have walkel two miles and 
a half, and then proceeded on horsebrek h r 
ten- miles more, making twelve mdcs and a 
half in the whole, while in other places it may 
be wider still. According to the lowest esti- 
mate, tho ciiy covers an area equal to seven of 
the New England farming towns, which were 
usually fix miles square. And all is trav.rsecl 
by s'reets, usually wide, well constructed, per- 
fectly neat, and cross each other at right au- 
dios; s'reets lined with houses and storoi as 
tomjncliy as they can be built, and crowded 
with moving and - stationary masses as thick as 
hi our Washington street or New York, Broad- 
way, at leist for considerable distances. The 
population is estimated generally at three mil- 
lion', which Mr. Harris, oor minister, thinks 
is no exaggeration. For my part, judging 
from what I have teen when I have gom into 
the heart of the city, and crossed the city 
from s'de to side, I should be willing to add as 
many millions more; for the living, moving 
masses seen from sunrise to suns t, an! every- 
where the same, fairly seemed beyond com- 
putation.” 

In tho last number of MacMillan's Maga- 
7iuo there appears a wonderful piper upon 
Thackeray over the signa' ura of “II. K.” ini- 
tials, whieh we fear we must take to ba those 
of the very pleasant author of “R iven h >o” 
at d “Geoffrey Ilamiyn, ” Henry Kingsley. In

*eviv8l cf early recollections, maudlin adora- 
tions of “Btcky Sharp” and tfce like, we have 
n ikctch of how tho tidings of Thackeray shall 
c ircumnavigate the earth, from whieh those 
lines follow iog are a bona Jidt cx'ract:

will look up fiom his papers and say, wi ll 
"■cartful t torriiw, “The author of ‘The Vir- 
ginians is dead-” 

It is not easy, is it, to imagine anything more 
utterly “conscious” than are lamen'atious of 
thiifa hictk? IIow exqnisi'ely the mourner 
ndjiuts bis weeper before the mirror in ihst 
touch about the resemblance between Jeff Da- 
vis and Stratford de ltcdcliffe!
